Wasuincton, Feb. 2.—OChief Justice 
Faller to-day announced that the Su- 
preme Court had decided to grant the 
petition of counsel representing the 
British Government for leave tw file 
application for a writ of prohibition 
to prevent the District Court of Alaska 
from proceeding to carry out its decree 
in the forfeiture mae in the case of 
the schooner Seyward, libeled for un- 
lawfully taking sea's within the waters 
of Behring Sea. 

The Court asked counsel at what 
date the rule requiring the Alaska 
Court to come here and show cause 
why the writ of prohibition should 
not issue, should be made returnable. 
By mutual agreement the rule was 
made returnable on the second Mon- 
day in April. This settles merely the 
preliminary question of the right to 
bring the case into Court, and the mat- 
ter now tobe settled is whether or not 
the Court will decide that a writ of 
prohibition should issue. There must 
now be an argument on the merits of 
the Behring Sea controversy. 

In announcing the determination of 
the Court, the Chief Justice said that 
the argument had taken a much wider 
range than was necessary, and that 
the Court was of the opinion that it 
had jurisdiction by way of prohibition 
under Section 684 of the revised stat- 
utes to review the proceedings of the 
Alaska Court.

WINDOM'S FUNERAL. 


The Ceremonies Very 
Touching. 


WASHINGTON IN DEEP MOURNING 


A Feeling Tribute Paid to 
the Dead Statesman. 


An. Hlaborats Collection of 
Floral Offerings. 


The Last Rites. 
By Associated Press. | 


New York, Feb. 2.—The United 
States Treasury offices in this city are 
closed to-day and draped with mourn- 
ing, as a tribute of respect to the 
memory of the late Secretary Windom. 
Flags were lowered to half-mast on 
all the public buildings, and on many 
private houses and dwellings a similar 
token of mourning van be seen. 

Wasnineton, Feb. 2.—The National 
Capital is traly a city of mourning to- 
day. The Executive departments and 
their various branches are closed, and 
Congress did not assemble until 2 
o’clock in the afternoon. 

Flags on all the public buildings are 
displayed at half-mast; also those of 
the hotels and business establish- | 
ments throughout the city, and the 
large columns of four fronts to the 
Treasury Department, are heavily 
draped in black. These honors were 
paid tothe memory of the late Secre- 
tary, whose remains were committed 
to their last resting place to-day. 

The Navy Department and Depart- 
ment of Justice are also draped in 
mourning in honor of ex-Secretary 
Bancroft and Attorney - General | 
Devens. 

The streets in the vicinity of the 
church where the last rites were per- 
formed were crowded with men, wo- 
men and children, who stood in re- 
spectful silence, many of them with 
bared heads as the mournful cortage 
passed. 

The funeral was simple in char- 
acter, and without the least attempt 
at display or ostentation. 

The only semblance to military 
honors was the presence of sixteen 
members of the Treasury branches 
of the National Guard, who acted as 
body bearers, and marched beside the 
hearse. The civic funeral was so 
large, however, as to be a striking evi- 
dence of the people’s great love and 
esteem for the dead statesman. 

During the furenoon the body of the 
dead Secretary lay inan open casket 
in the family drawing-room, and 
wore a calm and peaceful expression, 
The sombre black covering of the cas- 
ket was relieved by a profusion of 
beautiful white flowers in various de- 
signs, the tributes of loving friends. 
On the casket the only decorations 
were crossed palm leaves and a rope 
of English violets around the upper 
edge of the lid. 

The floral offerings were beautiful 
and numerous. The President and 
Mrs. Harrison sent a large wreath of 
violets and lillies of the valley, encir- 
cled by a band of purple ribbon, 
crossed with a sheaf of wheat. The 
Vice-President and Mrs. Morton sent 
a beautiful wreath of English violets, 
roses, lilies of the valley and aspara- 
gus vine; Secretary and Mrs. Blaine, 
Easter lilies and palms; Fred Brackett, 
white roses and asparagus vines; the

about thirty printers occurred this 
morning in Crocker & Co.’s office. 
The {apprenticeship rules and scale of 
prices for overwork were made a basis 
of the complaint by the printers. Two 
policemen were stationed at Crocker 
& Co.’s this morning, but there was 
no disturbance. 

The firm say that enoagh hands re- 
mained at work to prevent the work 
from coming to a standstill. 

Prior to the strike this morning 
Crocker & Co. sent a letter to the 
Executive Committee of the Printers 
Union requesting a statement of their 
grievances. In response to the request 
a communication was prepared stating 
that for some time past complaints 
had been brought to the executive 
officers of the Union that practices 
contrary to the laws of the Union were 
being constantly indulged in; that 
there has been a constant friction te- 
tween those in authority and the em- 
ployes, and that individual employes 
were prevented from presenting their 
grievances to the head of the firm 
under penalty of discharge. The 
statement also deals at length with 
the apprentice question and the differ- 
ence regarding the scale of pricer. 
The men will be provided for durirg 
the strike, and an assessment of 43 
on each member of the Union has 
already been levied. During the 
trouble each married striker is to 1e- 
ceive $12 per week, and each unmar- 
ried man $10 per week.

While the meeting took up a large 

. range of subjects and spoke to no 

particular question, it showed that 

the people are fully alive and 

thoughtful on the subject of the eco- 

nomic reforms of the day. The dis- 

cussion and arguments advanced 

showed, first, that Washoe county 

thinks a Constitutional Convention 
is the proper thing just now. 
Second, that they are bitterly op- 
posed to the repeal of the 12 o’clock 
closing law, and, third, that they 
realize thenecessity of formulating 
some law by which our waste 
waters may be stored, more land 
reclaimed and immigration invited. 
The question of a State Boar: of 
Equalization was discussed pro 
and con,and while all seem::! to 
agree that it would be a good thing 
for the State, fears were expressed 
as to what effect it would have 
upon Washoe eounty. It was 
urged that Washoe paid nearly 
fifty per cent. of the State tax of 
ninety cents last year, and that a 
cutting down of the assessment on 
railroad properties in the county 
would greatly reduce our revenue 
and make Washoe put up a good 
deal more than her just propurtiOm 
of the State tax. While we have 
not given the subject study enough 
to warrant us in expressing an 
unqualified opinion, we are inclined 
to think the objection raised isa 
valid one and that it would be 
fully as well for Washoe to drift 
along in the even tenor of her way 
without such a Board. There can 
be no question but that Washoe is 
the best governed county in the 
State to-day, and for her to share 
the prosperity of careful manage- 
ment with other counties does not 
seem right. Neither is it right for 
Washoe to raise her valuation of 
properties to near the cash value 

unless the other counties in the 
State do the same thing, and unless 

the Assessors of the State can agree 

upon some uniform basis of assess- 

ment a State Board of Equalization 

seems almest a necessity. That a 
high valuation and a low assess- 
ment would do much tewards in- 
viting foreign capital within our 
borders there can be no doubt, and 
possibly the meeting next Satarday 
night will be able to give our dele- 
gation some advise on the subject

RAPID RUNNING. 


The High Rate of Spegd Attained by Fast 

When railrosds‘were first. introduced 
the engineers, a8 we Gall theffi—or the 
engine-drivers, as they are @alfed in 
England—ran’ their traifis® alist as 
they liked, maldnp up time when they 
had fallen behind, pieking Wp such in- 
formation as they could as'to the state 
of the track ad of théeni, and for the 
most part plunging aheaif with their 
machines without much more than a 
surmise whether they should bring up 
at their destination or at the bottom of 
some high embankment. 

Some of the restilts of this want of 
system, says Youth’s Companion, would 
have been amusing if they had not been 
disastrous. Mr. Laurencé Oliphant, an 
Engiish traveler and author, tclls ip 
on° of his books a rathér grim story of 
2 trip which he made by rail in 1855 
from Chicago to New York. Ovcra part 
of the distance the train made the cx- 
traordinary speed, for that time, of fifty 
miles an hour, and presently it ran off 
the track. 

Fortunately the cars were imbedded 
ina soft clay ditch and no one was 
seriously hurt, and in the midst of the 
commotion Mr. Oliphant says he heard 
the engineer thus admonish the switch- 
man whose carelessness had caused the 
accident: 

‘Now, Tom, this is the third time 
you've forgot to set that switch, and 
the last time there was twenty people 
went under, and the rest was bruised. 
3o mind what you're about.and don’t 
forget that switch again, for if you do 
[ll tell the boss!” 

In the course of time it was found 
necessary to limit the running of trains 
to a very strict system, which almost 
makes the engineer a part of his ma- 
chine: but even as late as within the 
past two years races between express 
truims running between London and 
| Edinburgh have been run, and great in- 
terest has been shown in the results of 
the contests. 

In France steam races are not per- 
mitted. Instead, an official test of the 
power, speed and steadiness of loco- 
motives on different lines of the Repub- 
lic has been made lately and a prize 
awarded to the winner, locomotive No. 
604 of the ‘‘Chemin de Fer de l'Est,” or 
Eastern railroad. ; 

In this test several locomotives with- 
out any load to pull attained a speed of 
from seventy-five tocighty-five miles an 
hour. The locomotive No. 604 just 
spoken of accomplishes regularly the 
feat of hauling at full speed the heavy 
trains of the Swiss express between 
Rheims and Delle at a single pull, a dis- 
tance of about two hundred and forty 
miles. 

The engine always arrives after this 
long hrul with steam still on and in 
perfect running condition.

passen:rcr trains are permitted to make | 
is about seventy miles an hour, and this 
is uncommon. 

In Encicnd the fastest schedule time 
is sixty miles an hour, though in some 
of the ‘“‘races” seventy-five miles an 
hour have bcen made. There are reg- 
ular freight trains in Lngland which 
make a speed of from thirty to forty 
miles an hour. 

In Germany the ordinary speed of 
passenger trains is only about thirty- 
five to forty miics an hour, and this is

SATURDAY'S MEETING. 


'A Good Deal of Talk But No 


Conclusion Reached. 


Adjourned to Meet Again Next 
Saturday Night. 


Tae tax payers generally turned out 
at the meeting Saturday night to dis- 
cuss tne economic measure now agita- 
ting the public mind. The discussion 
took a wide range, and the debators 
rambled considerably, but the Ga- 
ZETTE was glad to see the interest the 
people took in public office. The 
meeting was called to order by the 
Hon. G. W. Baker, who suggested 
that W.O. H. Martin should act as 
Chairman. Mr. Martin was elected 
and took the chair. On motion of 
Hon. R. S. Osburn Allen C. Bragg 
was chosen Secretary. Mr. Martin 
stated the object of the meeting, and 
said he was ready to entertain any 
motion made. 

SENATOR EMMITT. 

Was called for and stated that our 
representatives in the Legislature had 
called the meeting for the purpose of 
zyetting the sentiment of the com- 
munity on needed legislation. He 
named over several important meas- 
ures that had been introduced, and 
said the delegation would like an 
expression of the people. Among 
them he named the Constitutional 
Convention question, the Australian 
ballot law, the 12 o’clock closing law 
and a State Board of Equalization. 
Hon. G. W. Baker was called for 
and said that he was a new comer in 
the county, was nota heavy tax-payer, 
but that he had taken occasion, both 
in and out of season, to express his 
views on the questions suggested by 
Senator Emmitt, and that the people 
knew very well where he stood. He 
jas at a loss to know why our repre- 
sentatives should come here to inquire 
what they should. do in relation toa 
Constitutional Convention, when the 
question was carried by over 1400 at 
the last election.

STATE BOARD OF EQUALIZATION, 
And thought it a mistake to havea 
low valuation of property in the 
several counties of this State. He 
thought the passage of a law provid- 
ing for a State Board of Equalization 
would have a good effect, and do more 
to restore confidence in the State than 


anything else that could happen. He 
was alsoin favor of a law providing 
for the semi-annual payment of taxes, 
and believed it would be less burden- 
some to the people to pay their taxes 
twice a year instead of once. He wis 
also opposed to the repeal of the 12 
o’cloc« closing law, and with an _ ex- 
pression of these views he would yield 
the floor to some of the heavier tax- 
payers. | 

Gen. C. C. Powning was called for 
Mr. Powning said 
he thought that he had retired from 
public life, but it seemed otherwise. 
He agreed with Mr. Baker’s views on 
everything but a State Board of Equal- 
ization. If he felt certain that the 
county of Washoe would get her rights 
he might favor such a Board. He 
did not believe,- however, that she 
could, and that she would suffer 
irom the passage of such a law. He 
said Washoe had been called

He said he was in 


But be that as it may, he thought such 
a Board would be under the intluence 
of the monied powers of the State; 
but if it could be proven that such 
would not be the case, he would favor 


a State Board of Equalization. He 
was most decidedly opposed to the re- 
peal of the 12 o’clock closing law ; that 
vice should not be encouraged in the 
rising generation by ex punging it from 
the statutes. Continuing, Mr. Pown- 
ing said that Washoe was second in 
everything that goes to make up one 
of the fourteen counties in this State 
and that he was in favor of a re-appor- 
tionment so that she could get her 
rights. He favored the passage of a 
law applicable to Washoe county by 
which she could provide herself with 
public parks. He said that in his 
judgment $2,500 spent in: that way 
now would do much towards building 
up many more happy -homes in Reno. 
e was in favor of consvlidating 
county offices and said-in his opinion 


that some of the salaries could be re- 
duced and leave us just as well off. 
Hon. R. H. Kinney also wanted to 
call attention to the subject of consol- 
idating county otlices, and would like 
to know if the people favored any- 
thing of the kind. 

Hoo. H H. Beck was called for and 
said: If he should talk in propor- 
tion to the length of time he had lived 
in Washoe he would be talking after 
fils audience had gone home and gone 
tobed, He thought it the duty of the 
people to get together in their own in- 
terest. Mr. Beck said he thought 
every one who had been in attendance 
at the several meetings held knew his 
feelings. He was satisfied that a good 
many thought that it was in the power 
of the Legislature to change the laws 
so that the iaborer would get $9 per 
day, the price of beef go up and good 
crops be assured. In regard tothe 
theory of Mr. Kinney, in relation to 
the consolidation of county offices, he 
thought it unwise to consvlidate, but

On the subject of eslablishing a labra- 
tory in connection with the State Uni- 
versity. He explained his position 
on the question of establishing a State 
Board of Equilization and said he fa- 
vored it. That he should. certainly 
vote for keeping the 12 o’clock closing 
law just where it is. He said that he 
thought the subject of establishing a 
State labratory et the University, a 
question-that would interest the peo- 
ple of this State more than any other; 
that while the State had been thor- 
oughly prospected for gold and silver 
but little was known of its other min- 
eral resources. Heentered into quite 
a lengthy discussion of the subject 
and was attentively |’stened to.

J. M. Fulton said that both he and 
the peopie he represented were op- 
posed to a State Board of Equalization 
and a Constitutional convention, and 
criticised Mr. Beck’s remarks quite 
sharply. 
T. V. Julian said a meeting of this 
kind was very diflicult, for there was 
no question before the House, but if 
there was any particular measure that 
attention could be directed to, he 
would be perfectiy willing to discuss 
it. But he managed to get in his 
work against a reduction of salaries 
and talked about the good times to 
come for Nevada whem we could atford 
to buy the Governora pair of ‘high 
heeled boots, and finally wound up by 
discussing the water law at length 
and said the water storage question 
he considered of more’ consequence 
than a reduction of the State or coun- 
ty offices. He thought irrigation dis- 
tricts should be formed and controlled 
by private capital. He wos very 
much opposed to a Constitutional con- 
vention. 
At this stage of the proceedings Mr. 
Bragg offered the following resolution : 

Wuereas, The Legislature has been 
in session for thirteen days without 
accomplishing anything, therefore be 


Resolved, That our representatives 
in the Senate and Assembly be and 
are hereby instructed to use all hon- 
orable means in their power to have 
the Legislature call a Constitutional 
Convention, provide for the election 
of delegates and make provisions for 
submitting the work to the people at 
the earliest possibie day. 

Mr. Julien moved to amend by 
striking out the preamble and adopt- 
ing the resolution, which was carried. 
H. L. Fish favored a reduction of 
the salaries of State officials and a 
Constitutional Convention and thought 
men could be chosen to frame a new 
organic law more in keeping with our 
present condition, and aiter 
UNMERCIFULLY SCORING 

The Supreme Court he took his seat. 
W. L. Knox introduced and favored 
the adoption of the following resolu- 
tion: 

Resolved, That it is the sense of 
this meeting that our representatives 
in the Legislatur@ should endeavor to 
secure the passage of what is known 
as the Australian b&llot law, as modi- 
fied by the Massachusetts ballot law.
